The Road to Peace 
T 


HE WAY some of 
tht- f ire-eat ine com- 


mentators bound oft these dav\ all hope 


for peace has D"en abandoned and tlie onlv 
question >et to be answe/ed i" -when the shoot- 
ing v.-ar will «ta:t. But such expressions are 
definitely misleading. 
The attitude in the 


best informed circle^ is one of realistic grim- 
ness, but not of unrelieved pessimism. 
The 


feeling btill remains that peace can be secured 
and maintained, and some of the top minds 
of the country are dealing with the wajs and 
means on a se\en-daj-a-week basis. 


Obviously, the work in behalf of peace has 


two phases. 
First, there is the diplomatic 


phase— the effort of the State Department and 
other civilian agencies to lay the groundwork 
for an eventual agreement with the Soviet 
Union and the nations within her orbit, and 
to cement the Western powers. The principles 
underlying this effort are pretty well agreed 
upon for the present. The European Recovery 
Plan is the most momentous step taken thus 
far. 


Second, there is the military phase— the 


feeling that we must back up dollars and 
supplies with sufficient military preparedness 
to make belligerents wary of tackling us. 
When it comes to this, there is a world of 
honest -disagreement as to how it can best 
be done. 
• 
* » 


Unless the international situation takes a 


serious turn for the worse, universal military 
training has almost no chance to win Congres- 
sional approval. The draft has a much bet- 
ter chance, but if it is approved -t will be on 
a severely limited and temporary basis. A 
program which is almost sure to be approved, 
on the other hand, calls for swift and ex- 
tensive enlargement of our air arm. 


A short time ago, the President's Air Policy 


commission, which was made up of a number 
of well known civilians in the fields of law, 
education, journalism, finance and manu- 
facturing. made on exhaustive report called 
"Survival in the Air Age." Its explicit recom- 
mendations are likely to be the framework 
on which a plan for military air development 


e -b»nt. -- __ _ 
__ 


First of all, the report assumes that other 


nations may have the planes and missiles 
capable of delivering a sustained attack on 
the United States mainland by the end of 
1952. 


It then reasons that, by that time, we must 


increase our air force to a minimum regular 
establishment of 70 groups with 6869 first- 
line planes, an air national guard of 2*7 groups 
with 3212 first-line craft, and an adequately 
equipped air reserve of 34 groups. 


It says that the Navy air arm is sufficient 


to size, but that it must have ample funds 
for the constant replacement of obsolescent 
planes. It estimates that all this will require 
an increase in the air force budget from its 
present $2,850,000,000 to $4,150,000,000 for the 
current year, and $5,450,000,000 for 1949. 


Next, it points out that a strong aircraft 


industry is essential— we can't obtain the 
planes unless there are going plants capable 
of producing them at the desired speed. As of 
now, 
the military services are buying 21,000,000 


pounds of airframe weight annually. It be- 
lieves that this should be increased by 13,000,- 
000 pounds for 1948 and by another 22,000,000 
pounds next year. It urges that procurement 
be planned as far in advance as possible, and 
that orders call for the gradual delivery of 
planes over a live-year period. This would 
make for stability in the manufacturing end, 
which hasn't known from one year to the 
next what it will be called upon to produce. 


Going on, the commission urges intensified 


and better coordinated research in all phases 
of air warfare — atomic energy, guided missiles, 
gas turbines and rocket engines, landing aids, 
etc. 
In that connection it points out that, 


while other nations keep mum about their 


' aeronautical research, we widely publicize our 
advances and says that "rigid enforcement of

WHEN the patient with Jaundice 


seeks medical aid, the doctor must decide 
whether medical or surgical treatment in 
required. This is no easy task, for jaun« 
dice is merely a symptom and may sig* 
nalize any one of a dozen different under- 
lying disorders. 


The immediate cause of jaundice, of 


course, is always the same; the collection 
of bile in blood, skin and tissues, where 
its pigments or coloring matter produce 
a greenish-yellow discoloration. The ques- 
tion the doctor strives to answer is just 
why the bile should be traveling through 
the body in this abnormal fashion in- 
stead of going from the gallbladder into 
the 
intestine 
by way of 
the 
bile 


passageway. 


Acute inflamation of the gallbladder, 


with or without the formation of gall- 
stones, often produces jaundice. The 
jaundice, in such cases, is usually caused 
by an associated inflammation of the 
liver. The inflammation results in eaema 
or swelling of the tissues which, in turn, 
brings about some blocking of the com- 
mon bile duct. Of course, blocking of 
this duct keeps the bile from flowing into 
the intestine and. as a result, the bile 
pigments get into the blood and tissues. 


In such patients, operation may be 


delayed for a time until the acute in- 
flammation clears up. Then removal of 
the gallbladder may be necessary. 


Gallstones are another cause of jaun- 


dice, if one of the stone? gets into the 
common bile duct and blocks it com- 
pletely or pamallv Complete blocking of 
the duct occurs only in about one out of 
ten cases. Tins condition is more common 
in women than in men. and especially in 
those between the ages of 45 and 60. 


In addition to the jaundice, there may 


be chills ana" fever, as well as attacks 
of pain m the ncht tipper oart of the 
abdomen. Of course, treatment in such 
cases is operation and removal of the 
stone. Removal of the gallbladder is also 
favored in such cases. Excessive vomiting 
in patients with eallbladccr disease in» 
dic^te^ that a stone may be present in 
the common duct.

Fine Art of Pennsylvania Dutch Pottery 
Fascinates Century Club Group at Visitation 


Nearly 50 members of the- Century 


club learned yesterday the fascin- 
ating things that can be accom- 
plished with a small chunk of the 
good earth, when they visited the 
Olry Vallev Pottery company near 
Lobachsvillc, in place of their reg- 
ular meeting. 


Performing at the potter's wheel 


was Mr. Marcus Mensch, old line 
Pennsylvania Dutchman, who would 
take a small piece of clay—smaller 
than most of the women believed 
could be used to make anything 
whatsoever and with a few twists 
of his nimble fingers, fashion a 
good looking vase from it. Then, 
demolishing the vase, he would 
start over and, make an ash tray. 
a lamp base or a pie plate. 


The base color of the clay is gen- 


erally a grey-white or the deep 
rust red, depending on the amount 
of mineral in the soil used. This 
was the general type of color used 
in all the old Dutch masterpieces 
Jfound in museums. The variation 
to this was the old ScraSto plates, 
•upon which the Dutch loved to coat 
with brilliant color. 
* * * 


HOWEVER. THE YOUNG mod- 


erns of the world today insist on 
more color in their reproductions 
of the "masterpieces" for their 
Dutch rooms and the painting of 
the pottery has been added. 


Mr. Mensch demonstrated to the 


women the painting of the pieces 
before they are fired for the sec- 
ond time, known as the "under 
glaze painting" and the "slip trail- 
Ing" method, wherein the decorative 
touches are added before the article 
has been fired at all. 


In the slip trailing method, ex- 


perimented and developed complete- 
ly by Mr. and Mrs. James Quinlan, 
owners of the small pottery, the 
piece takes on a glow of various 
earth colors including, the green- 
yellows, the varying browns and 
the rust-reds from light to dark. 
* » * 


THE QUINLIN'S also have devel- 


oped a new type of glaze to be osed 
on pottery. While an instructor at 
the Industrial Art school in Phila- 
delphia, a few handfuls of dirt were 
brought in from the Sassamansville 
district. Upon examination of the 
black shale, it was found to have an 
extremely high mineral content. 


After a year and a hall experi- 


mentation with the high mineral 
content, a glaze was made which 
is now used on nearly all of the 
pottery lamp bases. After firing, it 
comes from the kiln with an ex- 
tremely high metallic sfceen vary- 
ing in colors from silver through 


the rainbow hues and down to 
black. 


Sometimes it takes as long as a 


half an hour for the forming of an 
intricate article on the potter's 
wheel, which in the Oley Valley pot- 
tery are run by power. The pottery 
is then allowed to dry for a period 
of two weeks, following which it is 
fired in the kiln for 12 hours. 
Allowing all the pottery to remain 
in the kiln until the kiln is cooled, 
which generally takes about three 
days, it is then ready for the under 
glaze painting, and another 12 hour 
term in the kiln. 


ANOTHER TYPE of decoration is 


the Majoilica method which is ap- 
plied upon the wet glaze and prompt- 
ly placed in the kiln and fired for 
an additional 12 hours. With the 
exception of the old-fashioned pie 
plates, which Berks County house- 
wives buy nearly as fast as they can 
be made—all articles are glazed both 
inside_and.ouL_though the-oldjma 
terpieces found in many a home in 
this locality were never glazed. 


Nearly equaling the pie plate in 


popularity is the time-honored Scra- 
fito plates. At one time no Dutch 
home was complete without a Scra- 
fito plate. Enormous sums are paid 
today for the real originals belong- 
ing to old families. 


Also tops in pottery is the new 


wedding- scene designs, made espe- 
cially for wedding couples. These 
are made up with their names, dates, 
etc., with room allowed for the com- 
ing children. 
* » * 


NEXT IN LINE in popularity 


would be the lamp bases of pottery 
which is new in the way of Penn- 
sylvania Dutch art. Although even 
the new pieces still carry the tradi- 
tional Dutch form of weight, heavi- 
ness, and 
charming 
clumsiness 


which makes their art, possibly, the 
heaviest in the world which has 
lived. 


Although the Quinlans are not of 


Pennsylvania Dutch origin, both 
have studied and made the collec- 
tion of that art their hobby for many 
years before coming to Lobachsville 
to start their two wheeled concern 
two years ago. Today they still study 
and collect all types of the old art.

"REVERSE dummy" play

It is ' especially neat to watch if 
the dummy's trump holding is of 
only about three cards.

only 1000 pounds ($4000) in dollars 
out of the country, adding: 


"I told the boxing interests that 


if a manager came here and did his 
job, looking after his boxer, he was 
entitled to take out his share. But 
I couldn't see that the amount under 
dollar restrictions should be eased 
to help managers who exploit Negro 
boxers' earnings."

The overall budget figure, still 


tentative, is not ready to be re- 
leased, Mrs. Kessler said.
